'Flic  congregation 
though  small,  is  a  flourishing  one,  and 
if  (Inly  luirtured,  in  its  rcmoti*  situation, 
may  be  the  seed  from  which  many 
other  churches  may  grow  uj)  among  tlie 
rapidly  increasing  popidaiion  of  Mi¬ 
chigan.  At  presenl  this  is  the  only 
I'^piscopal  congregation  in  that  territory . 
Titey  are,  at  present,  wc  understand, 
w’ithoiit  any  suitahlo  place  of  worship, 
and  at  e  very  desirous  lo  creel  a  church. 
The  rector  in  a  letter  to  the  Kditor 
says,  “  My  own  views,  and  I  hclicve 
those  of  the  vestry  are  humble  ;  and  I 
ihiidv  a  neat  am!  simple  buildinc;  might 
be  rai'sed  here  for  twelve  or  fourteen 
hundred  dollar.<i.  All  my  congregation 
are  anxious  fora  more  convenient  place 
of  worship  than  we  at  present  occupy, 
and  would  contribute  according  to  their 
means ;  hut  most  ol  them  arc  not  rich 
in  this  world’s  goods.”  We  understand 
that  there  is  now  in  this  city  a  lady  be¬ 
longing  to  that  congregation,  and  who, 
feeling  sensibly  and  personally  their 
wants,  intends  lo  make  application  for 
aid  to  some  of  our  public  spirited  and 
benevolent  citizens.  We  should  wrong 
them  altogether,  to  suppose,  that  such 
an  application  would  meet  with  any 
thing  but  complete  success.
